DIFFICULT  PATH  TO  JEWISH  NATIONHOOD 


This  Hebrew  month  will  be 
the  Yahrzeit  of  a  prominent 
Zionist  thinker  and  politi¬ 
cian,  Chaim  Arlosoroff.  In 
June  1933  this  much  respected  activ¬ 
ist  on  behalf  of  the  Labor  Zionists  was 
murdered  by  assailants  unknown,  while 
walking  with  his  wife  along  the  Tel  Aviv 
shoreline.  He  had  lived  in  Germany  in 
his  early  years  and  was  one  of  those  who 
were  desperately  trying  to  save  German 
Jews  by  bringing  them 
to  the  shores  of  Eretz 
Yisrael. 

Under  extreme 
pressure  from  the  La¬ 
bor-dominated  Jewish 
Agency,  the  Mandate 
authorities  arrested 
Abba  Achimier,  Abra¬ 
ham  Stavsky  and  Zvi 
Rosenblatt,  all  members 
of  the  Revisionists.  The 
latter  two  were  identi¬ 
fied  by  Mrs.  Arlosoroff  as  the  attackers. 
The  evidence  was  distorted  and  flimsy, 
to  say  the  least.  The  District  Court 
acquitted  Achimier  and  Rosenblatt  but 
convicted  Stavsky.  Meanwhile,  two 
Arabs  confessed  to  the  murder.  One 
by  this  time  was  in  prison  for  another 
murder.  Having  confessed,  they  then 
retracted  and  so  it  dragged  on.  The 
Supreme  Court  then  acquitted  Stavsky 
for  lack  of  evidence.  The  Labor  Move¬ 
ment,  with  few  exceptions,  believed  that 
the  three  men  were  guilty,  proving  the 
fascism  of  Jabotinsky  and 


his  followers.  Much  has  been  written 
and  continues  to  be  written  about  those 
events.  Jabotinsky  labored  tirelessly  on 
behalf  of  the  accused  Jews.  He  pleaded 
with  the  British  authorities  and  wrote 
powerful  articles  in  the  Yiddish-and  Pol¬ 
ish-language  press  in  Warsaw  appealing 
for  fairness.  (Recently  I  found  a  booklet 
of  his  Yiddish  writings  at  the  time  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  late  1930s  in  Poland  in  the 
YIVO  archives  in  New  York).  In  Poland 
he  was  the  object  of 
scorn  and  derision  and 
was  heckled  and  jostled 
at  public  meetings. 
Gradually,  however, 
common  sense  prevailed 
and  the  Revisionist 
Party  received  more 
votes  than  ever  in  the 
communal  elections. 
Chief  Rabbi  Kook 
passionately  believed 
in  Stavsky’s  innocence 
and  denounced  the  ‘blood  libel’  of  Jew 
against  Jew. 

Before  his  resignation,  Prime  Min¬ 
ister  Begin  suggested  a  new  enquiry 
into  the  affair  in  order  to  set  the  record 
straight  once  and  for  all.  Understand¬ 
ably,  however,  this  was  not  a  priority  for 
the  Government. 

It  has  been  suggested  in  recent  Israeli 
writings  that  perhaps  Nazi  agents  were 
responsible  for  the  assassination,  which 
could  have  been  the  case. 

Fascinating  and  tragic  was  the  path 
to  Jewish  Nationhood.

Born  in  Brooklyn 
and  educated  in  New  York,  Rabbi  Riskin  was  the  founder 
and  rabbi  of  the  Lincoln  Square  Synagogue.  In  1 983,  at 
the  peak  of  his  professional  career  in  America,  Rabbi  Riskin  left  New  York  with 
his  family  to  become  the  rabbi  of  the  city  ofEfrat,  a  burgeoning  settlement  in 
Gush  Etzion.  which  he  and  Moshe  Moshkowitz  had  been  working  to  establish 
since  1976.  Efrat  now  numbers  close  to  8,000  residents,  and  is  considered  to  be 
the  central  city  of  the  Etzion  Bloc.  Despite  his  love  for  his  life  and  work  in  New 
York,  Rabbi  Riskin  strongly  believed  that  Israel  was  the  place  for  Jews,  and  that 
especially  in  the  post-Holocaust  era,  the  Jewish  future  lay  in  Israel.

Noted  Israeli  Scientist  to  Speak 

Tuesday,  May  15  12:30  pm  I  Free  of  Charge 

Professor  Marcelle  Machluf  of  the  Faculty  of  Biotechnology 
at  Technion  in  Israel  is  doing  revolutionary  research  in  the 
area  of  effective  drug  delivery  to  treat  cancer.  She  was  born  in 
Morocco  and  went  to  Israel  in  1964.  Before  her  appointment 
to  the  Technion  (the  Israel  Institute  of  Technology),  she  was 
a  postdoctoral  fellow  at  Harvard  Medical  School.  Professor 
Machluf  will  use  a  colorful  slide  presentation  to  explain  her 
work.  She  will  also  discuss  her  own  heart-warming  personal 
story — how  she  rose  from  being  a  poor  Moroccan  immigrant 
to  her  present  position  as  a  successful  Israeli  scientist.

History  will  be  made  at  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Cantors  Assembly  in  Los  Angeles 
May  6-10,  when  for  the  first  time,  a  woman  will  take  office  as  Vice  President  of  Administra¬ 
tion — our  own  Cantor  Nancy  Abramson. 

The  Cantors  Assembly,  affiliated  with  the  Conservative  movement  and  founded  in  1947, 
is  the  largest  body  of  Hazzanim  in  the  world.  Women  were  first  admitted  in  1990,  but  have 
never  served  as  officers.  According  to  executive  Vice  President  Stephen  J.  Stein,  “...Cantor 
Abramson  has  demonstrated  her  leadership  skills  in  several  different  roles  within  our  organi¬ 
zation,  including  having  co-chaired  a  national  convention.  My  colleagues  and  I  are  thrilled 
that  she  has  accepted  this  invitation.” 

Cantor  Abramson  said,  “My  obligation  as  a  cantor  is  to  beautify  and  interpret  Jewish  lit¬ 
urgy  through  music.  Now,  as  a  leader  of  hundreds  of  cantors,  I  hope  to  enhance  the  profession  through  personal  example  and 
strengthen  the  role  of  cantor  in  the  synagogue  and  community.  I  am  both  honored  and  humbled  in  having  been  chosen  to  lead 
by  my  colleagues.”

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The  Final  Merger,  with  Congregation  Atereth  Israel

As  described  in  previous  bulletin 
articles,  by  the  mid- 1920s,  Park  Av¬ 
enue  Synagogue  possessed  a  strong 
clergy,  had  a  large  and  popular  He¬ 
brew  School,  active  arms  including  a 
Sisterhood  and  a  Men’s  Club,  and  a 
vital  lay  leadership  headed  by  Jacob 
Friedman.  Located  for  many  years 
at  1 1 5  East  86th  Street,  it  grew  in 
membership  and  financial  strength 
through  amalgamations  and  reputa¬ 
tion.  By  1926,  plans  were  finalized 
for  a  new  building  on  land  they  had 
acquired  on  East  87th  Street.  In 
1 927,  they  dedicated  this  magnifi¬ 
cent  new  sanctuary  building,  which 
will  be  the  subject  of  our  next  article. 
Now  we  will  focus  on  another  Yor- 
kville  congregation,  Atereth  Israel, 
which  was  making  its  own  expansion 
plans  in  the  mid- 1920s.  However, 
things  did  not  work  out  as  planned: 
The  “Roaring  Twenties”  were  re¬ 
placed  in  the  fall  of  1929  with  the 
biggest  economic  disaster  in  the 
country’s  history.  And  in  early  1929, 
our  final  amalgamation  took  place. 

Atereth  Israel,  located  at  323  East 
82nd  Street,  was  founded  in  1882  by 
a  small  group  of  ardent  and  devoted 
French,  German,  and  Alsatian  Jews. 
On  the  occasion  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue’s  75th  Anniversary  in 
1957,  Milton  Weill,  P.A.S.  board 
member  and  son  of  Charles  Weill, 
president  of  Atereth  Israel  at  the 
time  of  the  merger  early  in  1929, 
reminisced  that  “to  the  members 
of  Temple  Atereth  Israel,  worship 


was  not  a  duty — it  was  a  way  of 
life.  There  was  no  pretense  or  show 
about  them — they  were  just  a  warm 
gemutlich  group.” 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  an 
incredible  artifact,  the  handwritten 
“Board  Minutes”  of  Atereth  Israel, 
from  1924  until  1929.  From  these 
minutes,  we  learn  that,  at  the  time, 
this  congregation  had  many  simi¬ 
larities  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue: 
they  had  an  active  membership  of 
60,  conducted  a  Hebrew  School  and 
also  held  card  parties  and  fundrais¬ 
ers,  or  galas,  and  were  making  their 
own  plans  to  erect  a  new  building. 
Their  clergy  consisted  of  Rabbi 
Isidor  Breslaw  and  Cantor  Emanuel 
Firnauer. 

The  Board  of  Atereth  Israel  was 
preoccupied  with  expanding  mem¬ 
bership.  For  example,  they  passed 
a  motion  that  the  circular  for  the 
Friday  Night  Services  be  printed  and 
distributed  in  the  neighborhood. 
Also,  a  sign  was  placed  in  front  of 
the  synagogue  to  advertise  the  sale 
of  cemetery  plots  and  graves  at  their 
new  Mt.  Carmel  Cemetery. 

Like  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
whose  board  bought  land  antici¬ 
pating  a  new  building;  on  March 
12,  1925,  Atereth  Israel  purchased 
236  and  238  East  79th  St.  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  their  new 
synagogue.  The  July  6,  1925  min¬ 
utes  reflect  that  “Brother”  (the  term 
respectfully  used  by  members  to  refer 
to  one  another)  Mandell  reported  on 


the  progress  of  the  Building  Com¬ 
mittee  and  suggested  that  they  also 
purchase  another  house  next  to  the 
property  on  East  79th  St.  at  a  cost 
of  $41,000.  The  November  2,  1925 
minutes  disclose  that  this  acquisi¬ 
tion  was  closed  and  that  all  of  the 
apartments  in  these  buildings  were 
rented,  thus  generating  income. 

Nevertheless,  even  with  expansion 
plans,  the  Board  of  Atereth  Israel, 
from  March  to  June  1926,  gave 
lengthy  consideration  to  two  pos¬ 
sible  mergers:  one  possibility  would 
be  with  86th  Street  Synagogue  (Park 
Avenue)  the  other  with  the  Upper 
West  Side  Congregation  Peni-El.  In 
fact,  a  newspaper  article  that  was 
included  in  the  minutes  reports: 
“negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the 
amalgamation  of  the  two  congrega¬ 
tions  and  their  planned  relocation  to 
Washington  Heights.”  Additionally, 
Atereth  Israel  Rabbi  Henry  Schorr 
left  his  congregation  for  Peni-El. 

Still,  without  explanation,  the  min¬ 
utes  note  that  all  of  Atereth  Israel’s 
East  79th  Street  land  was  sold  in 
May  1927  for  the  sum  of  $125,000, 
and  soon  afterwards,  in  1928,  many 
pivotal  events  occurred  in  the  life 
of  the  congregation.  Rabbi  Bre¬ 
slaw  resigned  on  july  1st  and  Can¬ 
tor  Firnauer  died  in  August.  With 
interim  clergy  and  a  new  school  year 
approaching,  three  Board  members 
including  Louis  Hoexter,  an  uncle  of 
current  members,  (see  accompanying 
feature  on  page  10)  were  appointed  to 
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a  committee  to  supervise  the  He¬ 
brew  School.  The  minutes  contain 
no  mention  of  success  in  attracting 
additional  membership.  Finally,  on 
October  1st  a  decision  was  made 
to  suspend  Friday  night  services. 
Shortly  after,  a  special  meeting  was 
held  at  the  home  of  Board  President 
Charles  Weill,  at  which  time  it  was 
suggested  by  several  of  the  “Broth¬ 
ers”  that  they  amalgamate  with  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  At  the  January 
8,  1929  meeting,  the  Board  decided 
all  members  in  arrears  should  be  sent 
a  letter  with  their  invoice  stating, 
“Before  the  amalgamation  with  the 
Park  Avenue  Temple  takes  place, 
every  member  must  be  clear  on  our 
records.  ”  The  Board  of  Congregation 
Atereth  Israel  held  their  final  meet¬ 
ing  on  February  4,  1929.  A  Financial 
Committee,  on  which  Louis  Metzger 
served,  was  appointed  to  audit 
the  congregation’s  books  with  the 
Finance  Committee  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  All  of  the  members  in  at¬ 
tendance  signed  amalgamation  cards, 
thus  completing  the  merger. 

According  to  reminiscences  by 
Milton  Weill,  written  for  the  P.A.S. 
Bulletin  in  1954  on  the  25th  An¬ 
niversary  of  the  merger,  “this  small 
congregation,  through  conservative 
planning,  a  bit  of  real  estate,  the 
acquisition  of  cemetery  grounds 
on  Mt.  Carmel  and  Machpelah, 
and  never  spending  what  they  did 
not  have,  built  up  a  net  worth  of 
some  $150,000.  With  that  ‘wealth’ 


came  ambitions  to  move  out  of  the 
old  neighborhood  and  build  a  new 
house  of  worship.  There  were  some 
from  that  congregation,  I  included, 
who  felt  that  a  merger  with  an 
existing  congregation  would  be  a 
more  favorable  step.  Many  dramatic 
sessions  of  the  board  and  of  the 
membership  were  held,  and  finally 
on  December  29,  1928,  a  vote  was

taken  that  unanimously  favored  a 
merger.  A  committee  was  appointed 
to  meet  with  other  congregations  on 
both  the  Westside  and  the  Eastside, 
and  the  merger  with  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  was  recommended.” 

In  1954,  in  his  sermon  commem¬ 
orating  the  25th  Anniversary  of  the 
amalgamation,  Park  Avenue’s  Rabbi 
Simon  Novick  remarked  “I  am  sure 
that  something  will  be  said  tonight 
about  both  parties  to  this  merger 
whose  Silver  Anniversary  we  cele¬ 


brate,  and  about  the  fine  relationship 
which  has  existed  through  the  years 
between  them:  for  not  only  were  two 
institutions  amalgamated  25  years 
ago,  but  two  groups  of  people  came 
together  and  some  very  warm  friend¬ 
ships  have  developed...”  Also,  on 
the  occasion  of  this  simcha,  Milton 
Weill  said  “The  shiduch  was  well 
worked  out,  and  it  has  been  a  very 
happy  merger  ever  since  of  resources 
and  friendship.” 

What  a  blessing  this  merger  truly 
was  for  both  congregations  is  most 
dramatically  understood  in  a  histori¬ 
cal  context:  knowing  that  the  Great 
Depression,  which  began  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1929,  could  have  doomed  both 
institutions,  had  fate  not  bound 
them  into  a  larger,  more  sustainable 
unit.  Jacob  Friedman,  Park  Avenue’s 
President  at  the  time  of  the  merger, 
put  it  most  succinctly,  “though 
financially  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
was  still  in  a  weak  position,  with  the 
additional  funds  from  Atereth  Israel, 
we  were  able  to  pay  off  a  bank  loan, 
thus  relieving  ‘Uncle  Jacob’  of  a  great 
deal  of  worry” . . .

For  the  last  few  months  I  have  been  teaching  the  book  of  Sh-mot — 

Exodus,  to  a  group  of  Sixth  graders  in  our  school,  preparing  them  for 
the  annual  METNY  Hidon  ha  Torah — Bible  Contest.  Students  from 
all  across  the  New  York  area  participate  in  this  most  exciting  competi¬ 
tion.

This  is  the  first  time  these  students  are  actually  learning  directly 
from  the  Torah  text.  Until  now,  their  learning  consisted  more  of  reading  about  the 
Torah  stories.  Most  of  the  students  have  seen  Exodus  portrayed  in  movies  such  as 
“  The  Ten  Commandments”  and  “Moses,  Prince  of  Egypt”  and  were  not  quite  sure 
what  was  Torah-based  and  what  had  its  sources  in  Hollywood. 

My  goal  is  to  teach  the  children  how  to  read  text  for  the  P’shat — the  literal,  or 
simple  meaning,  as  well  as  gain  some  proficiency  in  the  subject  matter  contained 
in  the  book  of  Exodus.

From  the  P.A.S.  Glossary 

Shavuot 

Shavuot  is  one  of  the  major  Biblical  festivals, 
originally  linked  to  the  agricultural  calendar  and 
spring  harvest  of  ancient  times.  Since  Rabbinic 
times  it  has  been  observed  as  the  anniversary  of 
the  giving  of  the  Torah  on  Mount  Sinai.  The 
Torah  reading  for  Shavout  includes  a  recitation 
of  the  Ten  Commandments.  It  is  traditional  to 
study  all  night  on  the  eve  of  Shavuot  and  to  read 
the  Book  of  Ruth,  which  takes  place  at  harvest 
time;  Ruth  is  an  example  of  a  proselyte  who  ac¬ 
cepts  the  Torah  and  its  teachings  herself.  Another 
tradition  often  followed  on  the  festival  is  that  of 
eating  dairy  foods. 


First  of  all,  the  children  have  learned  how  to  navigate  the  text:  how  to  find 
chapters  and  verses,  how  to  distinguish  commentaries  from  Torah  text,  etc.  I  often 
pose  a  question  to  the  youngsters,  and  then  ask  them  to  read  a  chapter  and  look 
for  the  answer.  We  also  have  interesting  discussions  together  after  studying  the 
text — for  instance — if  you  were  Moses  what  would  you  have  done  when  you  saw 
the  burning  bush?  After  studying  Torah  together,  I  raise  other  questions,  such  as: 
Why  do  we  continue  to  read  this  text?  What  questions  and  problems  does  it  raise 
for  us?  What  does  the  story  tell  us  about  God,  leadership,  Jewish  values?  The  stu¬ 
dents  also  learn  some  of  Rashi’s  commentaries.  They  identify  what  question  Rashi 
is  asking,  what  his  answer  is,  and  whether  or  not  this  answer  works  for  us  today. 

This  was  an  exciting  year  of  learning  with  my  sixth  graders.  They  worked 
hard  and  for  this  I  am  very  proud  of  them.  This  is  a  win-win  situation:  whether 
the  children  win  the  contest  or  not,  we  have  had  the  opportunity  to  learn  Torah 
together. 

I  can  think  of  no  better  way  to  honor  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  in  this  year  of 
our  Torah  dedication!
